The art of turned-wood furniture emerged in 16th-century England, 
where skilled cabinetmakers, wanting to show off their abilities, put 
seemingly every bit of straight wood onto a lathe to shape it into 
bulbous forms. By the 17th century, the craft was well established. 

The style reached its peak of refinement, however, upon its 
arrival in Colonial America. Spool chairs, benches, and beds were 
built using local woods, and quickly became popular as an 
inexpensive yet finely made decorative type of furniture. The 
earliest styles were commonly named after their original owners, 
such as John Carver, the first governor of the Plymouth Colony. 

The craze for spool re-emerged in the mid-19th century with 
Swedish opera singer Jenny Lind. The Lady Gaga of her time, Lind 
was known to travel with a spool bed during her vast tour across 
America. Fans of the singer placed spool furniture sets, cheaper than 
ever thanks to steam power-driven lathes, into their homes’ private 
areas— leaving the expensive furniture for the public rooms. >

G rab your passport. Designer Marika Meyer is hosting a 
first-class journey. In the dining room she created at 
the DC Design House in Washington, D.C., she sched- 
uled an itinerary with aesthetic stops at exotic, faraway 
places, from China and Morocco to India and Thailand. 

“I like a formal dining room with symmetry, but not one that is 
stuffy,” Marika explains. “The accessories that hint to travel make 
the room less serious and more accessible to families.” 
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Soup Created by Los Angeles-based chef 
Mary Payne Moran, the menu features recipes 
from a variety of regional cuisines: Tom Yum 
Soup from Thailand, shrimp curry from India, 
and cinnamon-laced churros from Spain. 
Pagoda Designer Marika Meyer’s table combines 
objects of varying scale— both new and old. 
Miniature gold-painted animals march around 
shapely antique ceramic pagodas, supporting 
the table’s international flair. 

Plates and flatware The place settings are 
a lesson in texture, mixing sculptural and 
smooth plates and bamboo-like flatware 
that is rendered in stainless steel. 

Ginger jars In classic blue and white, ginger 
jars add volume and pattern in the window 
sill, and also contrast the more contemporary 
versions of blue and white on the salad 
plates and backs of the dining chairs. 

Bar cart The brass “Beckett Bar Cart’’ provides 
an extra surface for plates, cups, and artbooks 
for kids; from Williams-Sonoma Home. 

Dining room The dynamic pattern of the 
“Imperial Trellis II’’ chair fabric from Schumacher 
and the damask-style “San Marco” wallcovering 
by Quadrille help set the global tone. 

Cocktail A vodka cocktail flavored with lemon, 
basil, and cucumber kicks off the festive dinner. 


Family-friendly entertaining demands 
compromise and innovation. Marika’s tex- 
tural table includes pieces that not only 
look playful but can also occupy fidgety chil- 
dren. Her best secret? Pairing gold paint 
with a bucket of toy animals. Once covered 
with the regal finish, the animals resemble 
weighty brass objects you might find at an 
Indian bazaar. 

The excursion continues. Place settings 
feature worldly blue-and-white ikat plates 
atop Italian majolica. Blue-and-white also 


brings Chinese decoration into play, both on 
ceramic pagodas that mingle around a 
hydrangea centerpiece and on ginger jars 
resting on the window sill. On either side of 
the room’s entrance, pairs of Moorish-style 
mirrors hang above console tables faux- 
painted to look like shiny malachite. 

International flavors add zest to the gath- 
ering’s menu.

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Lemon Grass 
Tom Yum Soup 

Lemon grass provides a zesty lemon flavor to 
many Thai dishes, including Tom Yum Soup, 
a healthy mainstay of that cuisine. When 
purchasing, look for pale yellow to white firm 
stalks with a dark green upper portion. 

1 stalk fresh lemon grass 
4 cups chicken broth 
8 ounces chicken breast tenderloins, 
cut into 2-inch pieces 
8 ounces cremini and/or shiitake 
mushrooms, sliced 
% cup sliced green onions 
Va cup lime juice 
1 tablespoon fish sauce 
>2 teaspoon peeled, minced fresh ginger 
Vi teaspoon crushed red pepper flakes 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
1 small bunch fresh cilantro, coarsely 
chopped (about 1 cup) 

Remove tough outer leaves from lemon 
grass and cut off root and upper green 
portion; discard. Halve remaining white 
stalk lengthwise. 

In large saucepan combine lemon 
grass and chicken broth. Bring to boil; 
reduce heat. Simmer, covered, 

5 minutes. Add chicken; simmer 
10 minutes more or until chicken is no 
longer pink. Add mushrooms, green 
onion, lime juice, fish sauce, ginger, and 
crushed red pepper. Simmer, covered, 

15 minutes. Remove lemon grass. 
Season soup to taste with salt and 
ground black pepper. Top with cilantro 
before serving. Makes 6 servings.

T heir lot was worthless. At least that was the prevailing 
opinion around the neighborhood about the precari- 
ously inclined parcel that came with Liz and Ralph 
Schumacher’s newly purchased starter home in Gulph 
Mills, Pennsylvania. “It was the lot nobody wanted, but we weren’t 
planning to stay here an 5 way,” Liz says of the precipitous property 
they purchased in 1967 to bridge the gap while Ralph, a newly 
minted academic rheumatologist, was becoming established. But

then the basement flooded, a victim of the steep, erosion-prone hill 
of a backyard. The couple knew they had to address the problem 
immediately, so with sheer determination they tackled the acre 
from hell. Over time, they created a lush, showstopping landscape, 
and 48 years later, it’s the envy of everyone around. 

At first, it seemed rather hopeless. Any plantings on the incline 
eventually ended up at the bottom. The Schumachers consulted 
numerous landscapers, but only one even bothered to reconnect 
with them. He advised planting tiers of ground cover. So, following 
his recommendations, Liz and Ralph chose juniper for the house 
level, Rosa wichuraiana on the mezzanine, and crown vetch on the 
upper strata. It was a noble start— but the crown vetch became inva- 
sive, the rose was a thorny mess, and only the juniper still remains. 
Plus, the end product certainly wasn’t a point of pride for the prop- 
erty. Nonetheless, terracing was a step in the right direction.

By that time, the Schumachers were in battle mode, so they 
went scouting for answers. Ralph realized that only strong roots 
could fully stave off erosion on the slope. They tried planting five 
Himalayan pines, but decided that was overkill. It taught Liz a crit- 
ical lesson, though— she needed to get up to speed about trees and 
shrubs. She enrolled in horticulture courses at the nearby Barnes 
Foundation. “And that’s when she became a real problem,” Ralph 
jokes, “because she only wanted trees with pedigree.” 

Suddenly, it wasn’t enough that a tree had a gripping root sys- 
tem. Liz sought other traits as well. In particular, she demanded 
beauty. She chose trees and shrubs that would make a statement 
throughout the seasons, starting with the unfolding of the redbuds 
in spring, moving into early summer with the maples’ wispy, winged 
samaras (kids know them as “helicopters”), gaining fury with radi- 
ant fall foliage, and ending with a display of interesting bark in the 
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Stone terraces (opposite) Originally available in Liz 
Schumacher's garden shop, the carved brick of The 
Lily Pillar by Vicki Fox adds to the rainbow on the lower 
level where tulips bedded with blue pansies unfold. 
Pink rhododendron Vigorous Rhododendron 
‘Pioneer Silvery Pink’ triumphs in the challenging 
growing conditions. 

Sculpted hedges Bluestone steps make their way 
up the hill, flanked by deftly clipped privet topiaries. 
In the nearby bed, weeping redbud (Cercis 
canadensis var. texensis ‘Traveller’) provides a 
spark of color. 

Rhododendron Deciduous azalea ‘Tri-Lights’ 
competes favorably with the tulips for vibrancy. 
Paver To make the transition between the brick patio 
and the bluestone steps, Ralph and Liz Schumacher 
came up with a stepping stone of both materials. 
Purple bloom The Schumachers’ amazing 
rhododendron collection includes ‘Blue Peter’. 

Tulips Color rules are meant to be broken in 
glorious spring, so tulip ‘Ballerina’ dances with 
narcissus ‘Suzy’ and ‘Geranium’ beside pink- 
flowering, golden-leaf bleeding heart. Dicentra 
spectabilis ‘Gold Heart’. 

Sculpture The carved lion was found in a Mexico 
City pawn shop. It now lolls in a bed of juniper. 





winter. Shrubs were also on her radar, especially azaleas and rhodo- 
dendrons, which now create a retinal riot in spring. 

The beauty of those flowers inspired Liz to play with her peren- 
nial palette, and the terraces became her canvas as well as her lei- 
sure-time pursuit. She planted heucheras, tiarellas, and a full 
assortment of low-growing connoisseur perennials. The stone- 
work that divides the terraces and the steps between played a 
major role in the design and encouraged Liz to add scenic side 
detours. As a result, the meager acre feels as if it goes on for miles 
with hidden nooks to explore. Every year, Liz adds deftly selected 
bulbs to pick up and play off the colors in the trees, shrubs, and 
other perennials. Rather than try to echo a particular hue, she 
works with the entire color spectrum to contrast or highlight 
shades. The result is brave— but totally tasteful, and it’s all framed 
within the clipped hedges, topiaries, and undulating beds. 


Beyond botanicals, the Schumachers collected treasures to ele- 
vate their landscape on a cultural level. A carved lion they spied in 
a Mexico City pawn shop was a $100 steal they couldn’t pass up 
(although getting him home was not so economical). Once in place, 
that beast inspired Liz to start Garden Accents, her garden orna- 
ment business— with the Schumachers’ own garden occasionally 
becoming the beneficiary. Hidden among twists and turns, pagodas 
and curvaceous, mirthful ladies sparingly tuck into the terraces, 
providing wandering guests with delightful discoveries. 

So Liz and Ralph obviously never left their starter home and 
that troublesome lot. What began as a burden blossomed into a 
full-blown love affair. When it became clear they were staying, the 
Schumachers added upper floors to the house— providing proud, 
elevated views of their terraced triumph. They wouldn’t trade 
their lofty landscape for the world. >■

Living Room 


F or the past 45 years, Georgia’s top interior designers have 
annually transformed an Atlanta-area estate into a breathtak- 
ing home that becomes the Atlanta S 5 miphony Showhouse. 
The decorators tackle different rooms, bringing a burst of innovative 
ideas and providing inspiration to those who tour the spaces. The 


Atlanta Symphony Associates sponsors the springtime event, with all 
proceeds benefiting the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra. That’s one of the 
reasons Traditional Home is proud to serve as a national media spon- 
sor. Take a peek at some standout Atlanta S 5 miphony rooms, and get 
inspired to visit the 2015 showhouse this April. 
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Living Room (preceding page) Soaring 
proportions including tall paneled windows make 
it easy to see why decorating this living room 
would be daunting, even to a professional 
designer. “I had to do everything I could to bring 
the room down to human scale,” Patricia McLean 
says. Soft blue stripes in gathered silk draperies 
bring the pale-gray walls to life. High-back 
chairs imported from France and a herringbone- 
patterned sofa surround a marble-topped coffee 
table, creating a more intimate conversation area. 

Family Room Using fabrics and furniture from his 
collection for Schumacher, Timothy Corrigan turned 
a cozy family room Into a vision of blue and white. 
“Because it’s located just off the swimming pool, 

I wanted to create a sea of blue to Integrate 
the outdoors inside,” he says. To highlight the 
unique shape of the French doors, Corrigan 
designed drapery valances running wall-to-wall 
that mimic their form. Not one to skimp on details, 
he customized the sofa and light fixture shades with 
coordinating trims. Above, the gold-leaf celling 
casts a glamorous glow. 

Grand Salon When Barbara Westbrook saw the 
hand-painted linen wallcovering that dated to the 
1930s, she knew she wanted to design the grand 
salon. “A luxurious palette was already In place, 
and the scenic wallcovering made the cavernous 
space Intimate,” she says. A sisal rug defines the 
sitting area, which features a cream-colored linen 
sofa, a walnut bench, a leather trunk, and an 
antique armchair in tooled leather. An onyx bowl 
atop the bronze-and-glass coffee table adds a 
modern touch. Potted maple trees flanking the 
antique china cabinet warm the room. 

Solarium “The gray plaster walls and dusty-pink 
accents feel distinctly French,” says designer 
Robert Brown of the well-appointed solarium. 
Tailored menswear inspired the refined lines in 
the comfortable upholstered furniture. Orchids 
and a planter filled with live moss echo the garden 
view beyond the French doors. A grand chandelier 
provides a note of drama to the quiet palette. 

Guest Dressing Room From the draperies to 
the artwork, Bryan Alan Kirkland’s dressing room 
design is awash in fuchsia and floral. “I envisioned 
a Hollywood starlet and her gaggle of wannabe 
girlfriends getting ready here,” he says. The 
opulent, sun-filled space features a mirrored desk 
and stylish slipper chair atop a textured area rug. 
The hand-carved, white-lacquered mirror frame 
guarantees a ravishing reflection. 

Upper Hallway Anchored by rugs in a chain-link 
design and Circa Lighting’s gilded light fixture, 
the upper hallway designed by Michel Smith 
Boyd exudes luxury. “I thought it should feel like 
the inside of a jewel box, complete with a velvet- 
upholstered chair, a custom ottoman, and sparkle 
overhead,” he says. A silk floral wallcovering 
highlights the room’s arched panels. Transitional 
artwork adds charm to the classic architecture. 

Morning Room John Oetgen mixes old-world 
style with just the right amount of whimsy in his 
colorful morning room. “The title of the room was 
‘Mornings are for the Birds,’ which I totally agree 
with,” he says. Nine different fabrics— note the 
leopard pillow and cobalt cushion— mingle to make 
the antique daybed sing. Keeping to theme, faux 
fowl embellish the convex mirrors. The breakfast 
table with a baluster base and a magnificent 
Murano glass chandelier complete the lavish look.

Teenage Bedroom Tish Mills looked to her 
16-year-old daughter for inspiration when she 
embarked on the bedroom’s design. “I wanted to 
create a feminine space a young lady could grow 
with,” she says. Mills drew on the draperies’ paisley 
fabric for her palette of lavender, cream, and soft 
blues. A painting suspended above the bed blends 
with linens, the headboard, and flanking nightstands 
from Ballard Designs. The antique Chinese chest at 
the foot of the bed is the designer’s favorite piece. 

Loggia Terrace Flannah Seaton and Ed Castro 
studied the loggia terrace’s existing pool and 
hardscapes before developing a fresh design for 
the outdoor space.

Leather rail covers and crystal 
finials lend sophistication to the wood banister. A 
violin teams with artwork to decorate stairway 
walls. Stanton’s chevron carpet, installed by 
Designer Carpets, provides eye candy underfoot. H

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A HOLLYWOOD HILLS HOME 

WITH A GLAMOROUS HISTORY 
GETS A MAKEOVER BY DESIGNER 
MICHAEL BERMAN 
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■ uilt in the 1920s by entertainer Rudy Vallee and 

I later owned by the flashy and flamboyant Lib- 

I W erace, Jeffrey and Catharine Soros’s Spanish- 

style home seemed predestined to become a 

showstopper. With its architectural version of high cheekbones 
and a chiseled jaw, the Hollywood Hills home with sweeping views 
from downtown Los Angeles to the Pacific Ocean has aged grace- 
fully— requiring, just recently, only the slightest of updates. 

Purchased by the Soroses in 2004, the home was in design 
denial— swathed in a 1980s palette of turquoise, peach, and purple 
that nodded to Liberace’s spirit but did nothing for the couple’s crav- 
ing for understated glamour and a subdued yet impactful palette. 

“Color was important to me,” Catharine says. “And we didn’t 
want anything too pretentious or grand.” 
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Enter Michael Berman— a designer known for creating sophis- 
ticated yet approachable interiors with an emphasis on architec- 
ture. “The house was definitely very early-’80s when we started 
working on it,” Berman says. “But the bones were amazing, and the 
architectural details were intact for the most part. We approached 
this more as set design than interior design— assembling photogra- 
phy, contemporary art, and furnishings as though we were paint- 
ing layers on a canvas.” 

Design styles mix gracefully here. Midcentury furnishings live 
peacefully with Art Deco details. Seventeenth-century antiques 
mingle amicably with 1940s Modernist pieces. Hand-me-downs— a 
George Nelson dinette set in the breakfast room that belonged to 
Jeffrey’s mother, for example— share space with modern pieces 
designed by Berman. “We didn’t stay within the parameters of any

particular design era,” Berman says. “The home is truly a melange 
of different eras.” 

Designed for a Norma Desmond-worthy entrance, the theat- 
rical entry hall is arguably the home’s most dramatic space. A 
Moroccan-inspired hanging lantern, stained-glass windows 
designed by Berman, and a sweeping iron balustrade converge 
above Gothic archways leading to the living room, dining room, 
and terrace beyond. 

Catharine’s request for color came into play in the family room, 
where even playtime has a glamorous bent. Charged with creating a 
space where the kids could “hang out, get messy, play music, create 
art, and watch television,” Berman didn’t dial down the style. 

To establish a youthful, casual air, the designer upholstered two 
Saarinen “Womb” chairs in watermelon-pink and combined them 


with a vibrant orange chenille sofa. While kid-friendly, their ele- 
gant lines play gracefully off the room’s soaring beamed ceiling. 
Gothic-style lanterns, and double-height fireplace. “We designed 
the fireplace with my signature Taloma’ plaster birds,” Berman 
says. “It’s an homage to Alberto Giacometti and Jean-Michel 
Frank, who often collaborated on modern interiors in the 1920s 
and ’30s. I think it’s a wonderful inspiration for a creative space.” 

For practicality, stylish storage was added in the form of elegant 
built-ins flanking the fireplace. 

When it’s time for grown-up entertaining, the living room and 
adjacent music parlor are the stage. Seating is plentiful, as the Soroses 
often host large gatherings. A long, low banquette-style sofa was cus- 
tom-designed by Berman as the perfect perch for cocktail parties. A 
“Papa Bear” wing chair by Hans Wegner acts as a sculptural endnote. 
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Kitchen Berman chose ceramic 
subway tiles from Walker Zanger 
for the kitchen, instaiiing them 
from countertop to ceiling- 
including the hood. A biack 
pinstripe through the tile 
references the leather-finished 
soapstone countertop. The 
molded milk-glass pendant lights 
offer a nod to the home’s heritage. 
Breakfast room A George Nelson 
dining set from Jeffrey’s mother 
lives happily with a vintage 
server and a glass-front cabinet 
custom-designed by Berman. 
The paint color is “Russett” 
from Porter’s Original Paints. 
Family room Fuchsia “Womb ” 
chairs by Eero Saarinen and a 
sofa covered in orange chenille 
enliven the children’s main 
“play” space. 








Color— in the form of deep eggplant walls and ocher wingback 
settees— is introduced in the adjacent library, where Berman took 
care to set a moody tone that encourages relaxation. “I love giving 
an intimate room with books deep wall tones,” he says. “It sets the 
mood for reading and lounging by a fire.” The room doesn’t skimp 
on comfort— a necessity for Catharine. “It’s elegant yet comfort- 
able,” she says. “The perfect balance.” 

In the updated kitchen, elements that are often unaccustomed 
to the limelight get top billing. Vintage 1930s lanterns offer a nod 
to the home’s genesis. Celery-green subway tiles highlighted with a 
thin black stripe climb from countertop to ceiling. A black leather- 
finished soapstone countertop on the center island adds patina. “It 
wears beautifully,” Berman says. “It looks original the moment you 
install it.”

Game room Dark chocolate 
leather chairs, mahogany case 
goods, and wainscoting painted 
in military green give the game 
room a masculine, clubby feel. 
Berman found the vintage 
Danish floor lamp at JF Chen. 
Exterior The house offers views 
that range from downtown Los 
Angeles to the Pacific Ocean. 
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Downstairs, an Art Deco-inspired screening room is a favorite 
venue for Oscar parties and screenings (Jeffrey is a producer), as 
well as for stylish sleepovers for the kids. Stadium seating in the 
form of tiered banquettes upholstered in a Deco-themed jacquard 
fabric offers unobstructed views of a stage framed by a glamorous 
stepped proscenium. “It’s a throwback to another era,” Berman 
says. “You can just imagine Liberace giving recitals there.” 

An adjoining game room with a pool table, leather-covered club 
chairs, and mahogany furniture acts as a second family room— one 
with a decided “clubby and slightly French Deco” vibe, Berman 
says. A wainscot painted in military green enhances the room’s 
masculine appeal. 

Equally theatrical is the master suite— made up of a bedroom, a 
domed dressing room vestibule, two master closets, and a master 


bath. Here, the home’s Art Deco roots really show. A ziggurat-style 
tiered ceiling and arched enfilade— from bedroom to hallway to 
master bath— enchant the eye. A Robsjohn- Gibbings klismos-style 
chaise graces an archway and offers a chic spot for lounging. A 
stained-glass fixture in the dressing room vestibule infuses the 
space with shots of warm ocher, vibrant green, and lapis blue while 
illuminating the master bathroom’s original turquoise, black, and 
ocher tiles. 

“This house is the ultimate set design for their life,” Berman 
says. “It’s curated and collected, reflects the Soroses’ personal 
style, and works as a beautiful backdrop to showcase their passion 
for beautiful objects.” a

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Pool Cushions on the “Marrakesh” 
chaise longues from Janus et Cie 
accentuate the terra-cotta-hued 
poolside tile. Landscape design 
was a collaboration between 
Berman and KAA Design Group. 
Master bedroom An enfilade 
behind the headboard leads 
from the master bedroom to 
a pumpkin-hued vestibule, 
and into the master bath. 

Master bath The turquoise, black, 
and ocher Art Deco floor tiles 
are original to the house. 
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D esign 101 teaches that rooms with a visual 

connection— say, a dining room that peeps 
into a living room, or a living room and central 
hallway that engage in a frank face-off- 
should display colors that relate and work well together. The goal, of 
course, is to avoid the uncomfortable disconnect of adversarial pal- 
ettes. Designer Shazalynn Cavin-Winfrey took color logic a step fur- 
ther when she redecorated the 1890s home of Elizabeth and John 
Siegel in the Washington, DC, area. “You want carryover color 
throughout the entire house, not only in those spaces that share a 
visual connection,” she says. Even children’s bedrooms— though

they might be located wings or floors away— should have palettes 
compatible with those in the main living areas, the designer believes. 

In a stately home like the Siegels’— replete with majestic col- 
umns on the outside and expansive interior spaces— making a new 
millennium color statement could have presented a challenge. 
Thankfully, Cavin- Winfrey’s client, Elizabeth, though from good 
Southern stock, has an open mind, free from thoughts of fainting 
couches and velvet ropes. “Elizabeth is originally from Louisiana, 
and she has a definite flair for color,” says the designer, who first 
worked on the house years ago when the Siegels bought it. “They 
have three children, and we wanted to infuse the house with color 
in different ways for their young family.” This time around, she 
assisted with some space shifting and an overall redecorating that 
presents bold color as its cutting edge. 

Virtually every hue in the house shows up in the striped, cut- 
velvet material that covers the living room sofa. “This fabric shows 
Elizabeth’s willingness to be adventurous,” says Cavin-Winfrey. At 
the other extreme, walls painted in pale blue create calm. They also 
pick up the blue from the blue-and-lavender plaid curtains, 
“expanding the eye outward and serving as a great foundation 
color.” The youthful exuberance of the living room’s brightest 
hue— lime green on the pair of window-front chairs— is tempered 
by the nod to tradition in the chairs’ modified wing style. Across 
the room, orange linen chairs in a patterned weave stand as “a 
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counterpoint. This color is a little less expected than another blue 
or lavender ” says Cavin-Winfrey, who believed orange was a color 
worth repeating. She chose a friskier shade for the dining room 
curtains, which are visible through doorways flanking the living 
room fireplace, assuring the rooms read as separate but related. 

Cavin-Winfrey employed a couple of design tricks— varying both 
the textures and color values— to make the bold palette work. “If all 
of the color values [brightness] were the same, the effect would be 
boring, almost like a monochromatic room,” she says. Instead, color 
values range from the brightly colored chairs to the quieter curtains 
and even more muted walls and flooring. The designer’s textural 
range spans the nubby linen on the orange chairs, slippery silk on 
the curtains, soft Ultrasuede on the lime-green chairs, and fuzzy sea 
grass on the floor. So much textural diversity keeps the palette bal- 
anced, as do other techniques. “It’s all about keeping the color val- 
ues, the scale of the color, and the color proportions in balance. It’s 
really very mathematical,” Cavin-Winfrey explains. 

In the family room, she built the design around a comfy and 
durable dark-blue-and-purple sectional sofa massive enough for 
the whole family, plus friends. “The question was, ‘How do you 
incorporate a dark sectional in a house filled with light and color?’ 
The answer was a custom rug.” So while the sofa’s palette is forgiv- 
ing but somber, the fiery orange in the chevron braided wool rug 
keeps the room upbeat, especially in tandem with the orange 
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Girl’s room ScalaiTiandre fabric curtains 
were recycled from another room 
in this redo. The wall color Is aqua 
“Blue Diamond” from Benjamin Moore. 
A colorful chandelier matches the 
Brunschwig & Fils bed upholstery 
fabric. Bed linens are Serena & Lily. 
Family room Kravet’s “Tea Blossom” 
fabric on the draperies continues 
the pale blue introduced in the living 
room. Robert Abbey lamps draw 
the eye with their sculptural shapes 
in orange. The custom sectional 
sofa is covered in a hard-working 
Brunschwig & Fils chenille. The 
custom ottoman wears orange 
leather, and the custom-designed 
rug is from Stark. 

Boy’s room A yellow Karastan 
rug repurposed from the nursery 
dictated the traditional yellow 
wall color. The daybed includes 
a trundle for sleepovers. 
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Master bath Striped Wallpaper from 
Harlequin’s Lalika collection balances the 
bold Walker Zanger floor tiles, whose 
scale “is a response to the size of the 
room,” the designer says. Mirrors not 
only “push the light,” but draw in the 
capacious room for a cozier feel. They 
also reflect the double-entry shower 
stall’s showpiece abstract tilework, which 
is double-framed in tiles like a piece 
of art. Wood-Mode cabinets add warmth 

to thb space. Master bedroom With itS 

headboard covered in natural linen, tbfii^ 
“Willa” four-poster bed from Oly-cfeatas 
mass in the large room without sacrificing 
its4ifle proportions. Lee Industries stools 
at thp windows join a custom chair. The 
mirrored bedside tables are from Made 
Goods, and the tufted bench across from 
the bed is from RH. 





leather cocktail table. The blue background of the curtains’ beauti- 
ful chinoiserie pattern repeats the blue of the living room walls, 
bringing the home’s palette full circle. 

The kitchen boasts one of the home’s most daring color dis- 
plays, with the millwork painted rich navy blue. “It would’ve been 
very difficult to keep this huge space from feeling sterile if we’d 
painted the millwork white,” the designer says. “The dark blue 
window moldings bring the space inward, so you can cozy into it. 
They are very grounding.” The windows also repeat the color of the 
kitchen cabinets. “If you’re going to take a risk with the cabinets, go 
all the way!” she advises. 

A consistent palette doesn’t mean all spaces must evoke the 
same mood. The small library carries out the color scheme with its 
light blue walls, but a custom dry-brush glaze creates a depth and 
patina not found elsewhere. “I kept thinking of a Tiffany blue box,” 
Cavin-Winfrey says. The dry-brush glaze tamps down the hue for a 
respite that creates tranquility and quietude. 

Serenity also reigns in the master suite, which features calming 
neutrals, but, in fact, captures more vibrant colors, too. “The gor- 
geous Oushak rug includes a coral or melon hue and the painting 
features lavender. It’s a calming space, but it definitely still has 
energy,” Cavin-Winfrey concludes, a

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erial movers Helen Killian and her husband know 
that when they move into a new home, it’s unlikely 
they’ll be staying for long. They have such an affin- 
ity for redesigning that the couple feed their appe- 
tite every few years or so by changing addresses. And when they do, 
it’s guaranteed that two things will move with them, every time: 
their unshakable passion for color, and the person they know can 
turn their vision into reality— designer Gary McBournie. 

“Frequent change of homes isn’t for everyone, but we like the 
excitement of a new adventure in a different place,” Helen says. 
“We make an effort to only become attached to people and not 
things. It’s more important to us to create memories in lots of dif- 
ferent places and carry those memories with us forever.” 

The Killians initially met McBournie more than two decades 
ago when they engaged him to complete the interiors of their pri- 
mary home in Boston. Several abodes and design phases later, he 
continues to interpret their aesthetic, most recently in this glori- 
ous seaside retreat on Hutchinson Island, Florida.

Covered porch Rattan chairs 
and a Saarinen tulip table recall style from another time.

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With a roster of successful projects behind them, the Killians 
were well acquainted with visualizing design possibilities. Even 
though they saw some negative aspects of the new house, such as the 
dark color scheme, the positives far outweighed them. Many spaces 
were perfect for entertaining, a top priority for the couple. And the 
house plan boasted multiple bedrooms, a requirement for the empty 
nesters who regularly host family and friends. Another plus was the 
home’s proximity to the water, with a nearby dock leading to their 
boat. A multitude of outdoor living spaces sealed the deal. 

After completing a few minor renovations, McBournie began to 
craft the look of the interiors. The key face-lift involved a palette 
that would happily jolt the existing dark hues. 

“Regardless of which residence we are addressing, color has 
always been important to Helen, and she understands how it 
works,” McBournie says. “To her it’s not about having a wild pal- 
ette, but rather big doses of color within a neutral framework.” 

In the living room, for example, McBournie bathed the walls in 
warm ivory paint before going retro by introducing a chintz pattern 
that the Killians had used in a former house. Rendered in blues and 
greens, the active pattern of the quilted fabric covers a pair of arm- 
chairs, pillows on the sofa, and the cushions of chairs around a glass 
game table. Two additional armchairs light up the area in a spirited, 
sunny-yellow sateen. 


“This palette was pulled from the outdoors,” McBournie says. 
“The colors that I used aren’t necessarily shocking brights; they 
are actually toned down. But there are a lot of them. The whole 
house has a blue, green, yellow, and turquoise theme.” 

In the adjoining family room, the designer dialed down the 
color intensity. A striped rug in soft shades of ivory, blue, and green 
sets the quieter tone of the space, which overlooks the water and 
lush greens. Subtle elements punctuate the room. Matching arm- 
chairs upholstered in light blue linen give a nod to the color of the 
sky just outside the expansive windows. Yellow, ivory, and an open 
plaid pattern cover pillows that are all edged in a textural brush 
fringe of deep peacock. 

While certain public spaces of the Killian home show color 
restraint, the designer stepped on the gas in the bedrooms. In one 
guest room, color unfurls in a high-octane tropical flair. Pla5Tul stripes 
of blue, white, and yellow on the upholstered twin bed headboards 
cheerfully repeat on the bedskirt, whimsical pillows, and a wing chair 
with a painted white frame. But make no mistake: The theatrical 
stripes don’t steal the show, but visually cooperate with a powerful flo- 
ral that gets equal time, appearing in bold profusion on bed pillows, a 
footstool, and floor- length drapery panels. 

The master bedroom displays a stark departure from the blue- 
green-yellow combination that decorates the rest of the house. 
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Dining room The most classic space in the home, the dining room was 
painted white, then outfitted with brown furniture covered in light fabrics. 
“Although this room veers on the more serious side, the curvy silhouette 
of the chandelier adds a bit of whimsy,” says Gary McBournie. 

Breakfast room A brown Parsons-style table contrasts with caned bamboo 
chairs that don bright white-painted frames. A pair of glass lamps with 
grosgrain-ribbon shades add symmetry to a walnut breakfront. 

Porch In front of the fireplace, vintage reeded furniture is cushioned with 
bright green fabric that visually melts into the lush, surrounding plant life. 
Exterior The Killians moved into their plantation-style home in 2013. 






Guest room Casual stripes and an intense floral in yellow, blue, and green 
proclaim that this house is meant for fun in the sun and relaxed beach life. 
"Florida is about bright sun, and the palette needs to match that brightness,” 
McBournie says. Covered porch The vintage reeded furniture is on standby 
when shade is needed after a dip in the pool.

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A delectable apricot hue weaves through the room in a mix of pat- 
terns and textures. An airy floral, quilted like other textiles 
throughout the house, covers the sofa at the end of the canopy bed 
and repeats in the window shades. Solid apricot throw pillows and 
two armchairs upholstered in a spunky apricot-and-white over- 
scaled plaid bring harmonious contrast to the colorful scheme. 

Even though the Killians are bound to eventually move again, 
this location satisfles their requirements— a place to enjoy good 
times with people they love. 

“What we adore most about this location are the fabulous sun- 
sets, and all of the friends and family who come to enjoy them,” 
Helen says. “Like most families, we are interested in memories, 
and Gary has always made sure that we have beautiful environ- 
ments in which to create them.” H

B are feet and imaginations run wild at the home of 
Capucine and David Gooding and their three 
daughters— or “scalawags,” as Capucine lovingly 
calls them. Lily, 11, Bliss, 10, and Daisy, 7, bound 
through their home’s spacious rooms, sharing 
with their parents their latest books, scientific experiments, and 
backyard discoveries. Wood bowls and glass jars on tables and man- 
tels are heaped with objects that serve as inspiration— bits of fringe, 
a few links of a chain, delicate feathers, shells, and handwritten chil- 
dren’s wishes and love notes on tiny scraps of paper. 

These are the things that fuel Capucine and David’s creativity. As 
founders of Juliska, a luxury tableware brand, the high-octane couple 
fill their days with everything from designing new lines of glassware 
to overseeing product quality to devising ad campaigns. Yet, each 
morning they round up the family for breakfast in the big French- 
style kitchen of their Stamford, Connecticut, home. And evenings are 
reserved for family dinners, followed by cuddle and catch-up time, 
with the whole clan piled on the blue mohair sofas in the living room. 

“My muse is family,” says Capucine, who was born in France of 
a French father and an all-American Texan mother. Capucine’s 
name is the French word for nasturtium, says her mother, Victoria 
Cameron, who lives nearby. David is English; his mother lives in 
Surrey, England, and the family visits her and other relatives in 
Europe at least once a year. “Our families are spread out all over 
the world, but we stay very connected,” Capucine says. So the 
Goodings surround themselves with reminders of those connections.

An “inspiration” wall in the studio is filled with family photos— 
grandparents, siblings, parents— as well as fabric swatches, paint 
chips, magazine pages, and the girls’ artwork. 

“Generations of family stories inform all my present design 
decisions,” Capucine says. Never more so than during the renova- 
tion of their home, a three-level structure on a wide lot with a 
swimming pool, stone terraces, a tire swing, a trampoline, great 
views of Long Island Sound, and space for the family’s mini-barn- 
yard, which includes a chicken coop and a rabbit hutch. 

While the architecture of the 1950s mock Tudor-style house 
left much to be desired, the potential was great, says architect Din- 
yar Wadia, whom the Goodings contacted shortly after buying the 
property several years ago. “I went out to see the house and fell in 
love with the site and with Capucine,” Wadia says, adding with a 
laugh, “and David is very nice, too.” 

The Goodings’ vision for a country-French-inspired home- 
elegant on the outside, casual and open on the inside— informed 
every design decision, Wadia says. “This house is all Capucine and 
David. From the moment you walk in the door, you know just what 
kind of people the Goodings are— a young, lovely family with an 
informal, casual lifestyle.” 

Spaces are filled with rich, warm colors— deep blue, coral, and 
gray— inspired by a kimono fabric Capucine found. “Beige is lovely, 
but we love color,” she says. Windows in the living room are lavished 
with coral-colored silk taffeta draperies as generous as a fairy-tale 
ball gown. Sink-in sofas are covered in an easy-care royal blue 
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Kitchen Concrete tiles from Peacock 
Pavers with in-floor radiant heating 
provide the groundwork for a cozy 
family kitchen where everyone gets 
involved witlathe cooking. A two-level 
island allows sp'ace for meal prep and 
^^^.^ining. Custom casement windows, 
a La Cornue range, and rough-sawn, 
whitewashed planks on the celling 
give the new addition the look and 
feel of a vintage French kitchen. 
Detail The refrigerator door is 
upholstered in sisal and defined 
with nailhead trim. Pendants Delicate 
mouth-blown Juliska “Amalia Column 
Pendants” hang above the Island. 
Hutch Cabinets with wire mesh door 
inserts display dishes, silver pitchers, 
and other serving pieces. 
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mohair and accented with coral and blue-striped pillows that often 
end up on the floor after a family frolic. 

Working in concert with her mother (“She has a great eye and 
does the best floral arrangements ever!” says Capucine) and Con- 
necticut designer Susan Hurwitt, Capucine filled rooms with family 
antiques, dozens of framed photographs, her daughters’ artwork, 
and accessories that tell stories of past trips and family outings. 

The antique French monastery table in the studio was Capucine’s 
great-grandfather’s desk. “He was a gentleman farmer in France, 
and he would sit at the center to conduct business with those who 
came to see him.” Today the table is likely to be spread with Capu- 
cine’s design sketches and binders filled with photos of china, glass- 
ware, and flatware collections. The light fixture above the monastery 
table is made from parts of an intricately carved French oak oxen 
yoke. “It was used on the farm, and then my grandmother had it 
made into the chandelier in the 1950s,” Capucine explains. 

Wadia gave the exteriors a French makeover, too, removing 
pseudo-Tudor brick and half timbers and cladding the house in 
stucco painted a taupe-tinted gray. Windows and doors were 
trimmed with cast stone that mimics hand-cut limestone blocks. 
New custom-designed casement windows that swing inward and 
floor-to-ceiling French doors were installed throughout the house. 
The large-paned windows with horizontal muntinbars are “t 5 q)ical 
of what you might see at a Paris apartment,” Wadia says. 

The interiors were reworked to open up the floor plan, and the 
old kitchen space behind the dining room was converted to a laun- 
dry, mudroom, powder room, and back entry. A new kitchen, with 
an adjoining dining and sitting area, was added next to the existing 
living room. Wide doorways, some with pocket doors upholstered 
and trimmed with nailheads, link rooms on the main level, creating 
an easy flow. The doors also allow Capucine and David to close off 
the studio work space for a business meeting or phone calls. 

“Before, the house was bifurcated, with the living room on one 
side and the dining and kitchen on the other, but that’s not the way 
people live anymore,” Wadia says. “The Goodings wanted to have 
the kitchen, eating area, and living area all together.” 





Master bedroom Soft ivOry and 

blue-gray hues keep the space 
feeling serene, but it’s not only 
a couple’s retreat. “Everything in 
it is meant to be soft— the colors, 
the furniture, and especially the bed, 
so all five of us can squeeze into it 
and have Daddy read Harry Potter,” 
Capucine says. (With his elegant 
British accent, no less.) The “Helena” 
upholstered bed is from Oly. 

Master bath The custom wood Vanity 
is topped with marble. 


Floors in the main living areas were replaced with reclaimed 
whitewashed hemlock planks with a worn patina. Concrete pavers 
in the kitchen simulate rectangular slabs of old French stone. In- 
floor radiant heat keeps the pavers warm under bare feet. 

The two-story addition allowed for expanding the master suite 
above the kitchen, which now includes a covered terrace with fire- 
place, where the Goodings can enjoy views of Long Island Sound. 
Capucine designed the bird-and-branch iron railings skirting the 
terrace. “I have always loved birds, and the idea of nesting was a 
theme in creating our home. This gives our otherwise classical 
architecture a gentle whimsical wink,” she says. 

“Our home is the center, but not the boundary, of our love, creativ- 
ity, and strength. Like a nest, it’s equal parts structure and softness.” H
